mighty glad that I live in Tor­ 
rance, California, U.S.A., and 
that I can enjoy my children and 
home ahead of these people.

The other is 
the monthly housing expense you 
expect to take on your mort­ 
gage payment, alone with the 
cost of repairs, upkeep, heating, 
and utilities."
